Belgrade, Dec. 31. 
Marshal Tito told his 
people in a brondcast New 
Year message tonight that 
Yugoslavia did not stand 
alone, the official news 
agency “Tanjug” reported. 


In a message over all stations 
just before midnight, local 
time, he said, “We are nat 
alone today and it can be said 
that we are not going to be 
alone. By our consistent ad- 
herence to the principle of the 
fight for world, peace and the 
maintenance of her indepen- 
dence, Yugoslavia has won high 
appreciation in the world. 

“The friends of peace and 
peaceful co-operation will be 
our friends.” 

Marshal Tito said that Yugo- 
slavin was not alone because 
she had “successfully avoided 
that isolation which ¢he Soviet 
Union’ wished to create”. 

He sald that the country 
entered the New Year ,after
